CU T TH E WEEDS. 
In yesterday's 
D e m o c r a t “ O b­ 
server" called^he attention of the 
public to the rank growth of weeds 
on many unoccupied lots and along 
some of the streets in the city. 
It is held that these weeds grow­ 
ing and decaying furnish 
one of 
the sources of danger to the public 
health and the writer of the commu­ 
nication asked the board of health 
to take steps to abate the nuisance. 
With cholera threatening the coun­ 
try and malarial diseases prevalent 
in many sections, no precaution that 
is necessary to protect the public 
health should be neglected. 
But outside of the danger to the 
health of the community, a busy, 
hustling, enterprising city like Se- 
dalia should not allow rank weeds 
to grow along the sidewalks. 
The D e m o c r a t understands that 
there is an ordinance expressly en­ 
acted for the purpose of laying the 
weeds low. 
If this is true let that 
ordinance be brought to light and 
put to work. 
Its enforcement will cost little. 
A few days work by men who are 
anxious for employment will rid the 
city of the nuisance. 
The weeds must go and the pub­ 
lic health must be protected. 


I n urging an immediate vote on 
the Wilson bill in the senate, the 
St. Joseph Gazette, an earnest ad­ 
vocate of free coinage, says:

There 
were 
four 
men 
in 
the 
boomer party, and the bad man 
was on hand. 
He suggested that it 
would be the proper thing to read 
the warrant and the sheriff stooped 
down by the fire to do so. 
Hanshaugh was sitting down and 
once during the reading made a 
motion as if to strike the sheriff, 
but another of the party, by a shake 
of the head, warned him not to do 
so. 
When

read, Hanshaugh suddenly jumped 
up and started off. 
Mr. Scroghem 
caught him by the leg, but was una­ 
ble to hold him, and the next in­ 
stant he was running through the 
woods at a breakneck speed.

T h e Nor theaster n Railway com ­ 
pany has r enovated and placed in a 
new position the fir st r ailway engine 
that ever r an on a public r ailway? 
This famous engine is known as 
“ 
No. 1 ,” and was built by the gr eat 
engineer Geor ge Stephenson. It has 
r ecently been r emoved fr om a ped­ 
estal contiguous to the Nor th Road 
station, on the line r unning west, to 
the Bank Top 
station, 
upon the 
main line at Dar lington. 
At the 
Nor th Road the engine, standing, as 
it did, outside the station, was ex­ 
posed to the action of the weather . 
I t h as now been placed 011 a stone 
pedestal at the south t*nd of the 
Bank Top station under cover . The 
position the old locomotive now o c ­ 
cupies enables 
passenger s to see 
this vener able specimen of engineer ­ 
ing and the “ 
tender ” wagon attach­ 
ed to it. 
The wor king par ts ar e 
placed above the 
boiler , 
and in 
sight. 
The boiler is 
cased 
with 
wTood, and the funnel issued fr om 
the fr ont with a cur ve to a height 
of about 10 feet, and is ser r ated at 
the top. 
Near the funnel is a bell 
suspended upon a cr oss bar .
